Boston was the place of publication. 
Pages were 7 by 11 inches. 
Three 
pages contained printed m atter and 
til« fourth was blank. 
Plans were 
formed to get it out monthly but the 
heavy hand of the government wrecked 
the project. 
Only one copy of the 
paper exists and that is in the Col 
onlal state paper office of the British 
government in London. 
Fourteen years later, on April 24 
1704, the first successful newspaper on 
the Western hemisphere was launched 
in Boston. 
It was printed by one B. 
Green, and the owner was John Camp- 
bel, postmaster. 
In the beginning It 
contained only two pages, 8 by 12 
inches. 


In the first number Cu.npbel made 
a bid for advertising with the follow 
ing notice: 
“This News-Letter Is to continue

“B. Green,” the printer, became own 
er of the publication in 1722 ami after 
that his name blossomed into Barthol­ 
omew Green. 
The News-Letter was 
published continuously In Boston for 
72 years 
and was 
the only paper 
printed there during the famous siege 
The Massachusetts Historical society 
has a partial file of the publication. 
In Its early years it was crudely writ­ 
ten with small regard for grammar, 
spelling or punctuation, and the print 
lng was badly done. 
Its columns re 
veal that trading consisted largely of 
barter and that a condition of semi 
slavery existed. 
Servants were “bound out” and “in­ 
dentured,” imprisonment for debt was 
common and there was much poverty. 
For many years It was believed that 
the first American publication was the 
English Mercurie, presumed to have 
been 
published 
originally 
In 
1588. 
Finallv it was admitted that this pub 
1 (cation was a hoax perpetrated by the 
second Lord Hardwicke. 
Proof of this came along with evi 
dence that the paper upon which it 
was printed came into existence lone 
after the supposed time of its publics 
tion. 
Errors in historical data and 
mistakes

events of the period were other evi 
dences offered to prove it a forgery.

Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, Assistant 
Chief of the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration said of this 
amendment: 
“It is an outstanding example 
of a voluntary imposition by a 
great industry upon itself of ad­ 
ditional and drastic legislative re­ 
quirements. 
The amendment was 
enacted solely through the Initia­ 
tive and effort of the canning in­ 
dustry.”

After this law was passed the 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
was 
faced by the task of establishing 
the standards 
and 
determining 
what should be said ou the labels 
of foods which fall bslow them, 


but are legal under the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act.
